— HE Houſe of Holſtein however known 


it ſelf famous ſo many ways in one 
Ape, as in the Reign of the late 
Duke. The rrifling Quarrel between 
the laſt Duke of Holfteiv, and the 
; —_—— Kin of D.mrk, has given riſe to 
the moſt bloody and many ways fatal War that has 
infeſted the Noth of ons & for many Years paſt. 
The Duke of Holſtein himſelf, and the King of 
SFweden his Brother-in-Law, both loſt their Lives in 
this War, and all the Dominions of the Former, as 
alſo all the German Dominions of the Latter, fell into 
the Hands of their Enemies ; Conqueſt and Viftory 
having in the latter Part of it, as it were, wholly ſha» 
ken Hands with, and forſaken the King of Sweden, 
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As the King of Sweden undertook the War origi. 
nally, for the Protection of the Duke of Holſtein's I). 
minions, which were than attack d by the Danes : to 
the Duke of Ho/ſtein in Return, joining his Forces 
with the King of Sweden, follow'd the Fortunes of 
that gallant Prince, and accompanying his Swe 
Majeſty into Poland, loſt his Life in his Service, he. 
ing kill'd with a Musket-Shot at the great Battle at 
Lift.aw, near Cracew, in the Year 1702. 

The Duke had marry'd the eldeſt Daughter of 
Sweden, Silter to his Swedi/b Majeſty, and Daughter to 
Charles the Eleventh King of Sweden, by whom he had 
| one Son, w:z. The preſ-nt Duke of Holfte:s, who be- 
Il ing in the Proceſs of this War outed of his Domini- 
ons by the King of D nmark, was entertain'd in the 
| Swediſh Court, under the Tutelage and ProteCtion of 
| the King of Sw-d: his Uncle, having for his Precep. 
| tor or Governor the Count Yandernath, and for his 
= - Firſt Miniſter and Privy Counſellor George Heary ©: 
| » Goertz, the Perſon of whom we are now to enquire, 
[} his other Intereſts in his Minority being manag'd by the 
| Duke Adminiſtrator of Holſtein, his Father's Brother, 
|| at that Time Biſhop of Eutzn, _ 
b As the Dominions of Holfleiz were thus under the 
ProteQion of Sweder:, and as the Prince had loſt his 
Life in the Service of the King of Sweden, his Swediſs 
Majeſty could not but have the Kindeſt Sentiments 
for all the Subj-&s and Servants of his deceaſed Bro- 
ther and Ally; and. that truly magnanimous Prince 
fail'd not to ſhow his Gratitude in that kind on all 
[{  Occ:fions, as his Service preſented an Opportunity. 
I Among all the Nobility of Ho/ſtein who the King of 
| Sweden entertain'd in his Service, none appear'd {0 
| agreeable ro his Swedijb Majeſly, ſo capable for 
| ereat Undertakings, and 1n particular for Negociati- 
| ons of the nicelt Nature, and of the oreateſt Diffi- 
BF culty, as'the Karon, whoſe Life I am now writing + 
and this made the King of Sweden, who was as perfect 
a Judge of the M-n he employ'd as moſt Princes e- 
ver were, fincle him out for the moſt 1mportant 


Truſts, communicate to him his moſt ſecret Coupes, 
anc

and firſt or laſt, engage him in Matters of the grea- 
teft Conſequence in his Kingdom 3 not only relating 


to Alliances, Peace and War, and the hike, but even . 
in the Civil Adminiftration of his Government, his . 
| Treaſury, the Commerce of his Subjects, the Execu=- . 


tion of Treaties Abroad, and of Juſtice at Home ; 
and in a Word, he became eſpecially in the latter 
Part of his Majeſty's Life, not only his particular FPa- 


vourite, but even his Prime Miniſter in the great - 


TranſaRtions of War, Peace, Trade, and Govern- 
ment. 

On this Account, let the States and People of Swe- 
den talk what they pleaſe of the glorious Deeds of 
their late King ; their Zeal and Aﬀection to him, and 
Veneration for his Memory, their Ulage of the Baron 
Geertz, 1 mean the common People in Particular, will 
ever paſs with me for a Teſtimony of the utmoſt po- 
pular Rage and Reſentment, even againſt the general 
Condu&, as well as of a Contempt of the Perſon of 
their deceaſed Sovereign, and that of the grofleſt 
Kind they were capable of ſhewing; I fay, it will 
paſs for fach in my Opinion ; others may think as 
they pleaſe, and they may put what fair Gloſles they 


pleaſe upon it. wy 
It is not my Deſign here to enter into an Account 
of Baron Goertz his Life, or his Condudt in the private 
Part of jt, or indeed, in the Military Part of it, be- 
fore he came into that Part of ARton which relates 


to Civil Aﬀairs; it is true, we read of him command- 


ing a Regiment of Horſe in Pomerania, and we read , 


of him on ſeveral Occafions in the Army; but as 


this would lead us neceſſarily into the Hiſtorical Part 
of the King of Sweden's Wars, which it is not our. 


preſent Bufineſs to meddle with, I think it needleſs ta

The firſt Time we meet with the Baron in Publick, 
ſeems to be when the King of Sweden being in the 
Dominions of the Turks, his Swedi/h Majeſty ſent for 
the Baron to conſult with him on the State of his 
private Aﬀairs, and perhaps of his Return to his Do- 
minions, when the Baron did his Majeſty a fingular 
M3 piece 
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.able Sum of Money for his Supply, and obtaining

Letters of Credit for the Payment cf it at Conſtantine. 
ple, by which his Swediſh Majeſty was enabled tg 
maintain his Intereſt in the Grand S:ignior's Court, and 
to have his Enemies, particularly the Baſſa of Pender, 
cut off, and the Cham of Tartary diſgrac'd; and in 
Word, by the Means of this Afiftance the King of 
Sweden was principally ſupported, and enabled to ſub- 
ſit his numerous Attendants of Officers and Servants, 


.and to bring themſelves off from a Country where 


they began to ſee themſelves in Danger of being in a 
Condition neither to ſtay or to remove.  _ 

It is not to be wondred, if a Prince of fo great a 
Spirit and Penetration as the King of Sweden, found 
Reaſon to eſteem the Services of a Man who had thus 
effetually ſerv'd him in Circumſtances from which 
his Majeſty had Difficulty enough to extricate him- 


ſelf; and if the King employ'd him afterwards in 


Matters of the like Nicety, as well in PFraxce as elfe- 
where, it is no leſs for the Honour of the Baron's Me- 
mory, than for a Teſtimony of the Judgment and 
Wiſdom of the King of Swedes. ; 
His Negociations in France, of ſeveral Kinds, had 
perhaps been much better known, had not the great 
King of France, Lewis the Fourteenth been taken of ; 
but the great Supplies which the King of Sweden ob- 
tain'd from Francs, even at a Time when France cou) 
ill part with Money, and when Swede wanted it 1+ 
much, are a farther Teſtimony of his Fidelity, and 
of the Dexterity of his Condu&, though the Partict- 
lars of thoſe Negociations, as I have obſerv'd, are not 
come to Hand, x PF 
- His Enemies tax'd kim with being the chief Mana- 
ger of the ſubtil Treaty of old Count Striulock, with 
the Governour of the Fortreſs of Toninzhen, which 
ſo eff-Qually ſurpriz'd all Errope, and deliver'd thc 
Swediſh Army from being cut in Pieces by the Danes, 
Saxons:and Muſcovitesz and though it is true, that they 
were oblio'd at laſt to yield to the Danes, yet 1t was

Chancellor, Baron Goersz, 
wiih the Adminiſtrator himſelf, were concern'd in, 
and conſenting to admitting the Swedes into the Place z 
whether it was ſo or not we cannot be aflur'd, Count 
Sreinboch dying in his Confinement in the Caſtle of 
Copenhagen, EY 
_ Upon the King of Denmark's thus ſeizing the Domi- 

nions of the Duke, Baron Goertz and his Brother were . 
not only diſpoſſe{s'd of their Fortunes, but oblig'd to 
fly, the Brother taking a different Party, though act- 
ing in a lower Sphere, had the milder Fate, takin 
SanQuary firſt in the Court of Heſſe Caſſel, then in 
Pruſſia, Hanover, and other of the Proteſtant Princes 
Courts in Germany, and 1s at preſent employ'd either 
in the Court at Hanover, or Suxony, | know not 
whether. 
But our Baron form'd for ſuperior Employments, 
hid with aſpiring Thoughts, capable of puſhing on 
tne greateſt Enterprizes, and having an Intereſt in a 
Prince as capable of putting them in Execution, fol- . 
low'd the Fortunes of the King of Sweden. 

It is true, he came to that Prince, that is to ſay, 
into his Cabinet, when his Aﬀairs were embarraſs'd, 
and in their moſt declining Conditicn, or 1f you 
will have it in the Stile of the Times, when his Af- 
fairs were thought deſperate 3 but as it was then that . 
the King had the moſt need of vigorous Councils and 
able Miniſters, ſo the Temper of the Barov, which 
was indefatigable in Buſineſs, ready in contriving, 
bold in executing, and above all Diſcouragements, a- 
greed ſo exatly with the King, that now was the

full Confidence and Satisfiftion, as well in his 1. 
lity, as in his being heartily attach'd to his Inrere(}, 

He was firſt employ'd in Holland, where though te 
- did not at all take upon him a Publick Character tg 
the States in particular, yet he was openly known and 
treated with on all Occaſions, as well by the States, 
as by the Miniſters of Foreign Princes, as an Agent of 
:the King of Sweden's Aﬀairs, and as a Perſon entrulted 
even beyond the Confidence of an Ambaſlador ; ard 
he rather ſeem'd to att in all Places where he came as 
an Inſtructor of Ambaflidors than an Ambaſlidor hin. 
ſelf: In this Capacity we find him tranſaQting th- 
molt intricate Aﬀairs between the Ambaſlidors of 
Sweden, at fundry Courts, of which in their (Order : 
To Day we found the Baro: in Holland, to Morrow 
1n France, anon in the Court of Pruffia 3 now here, now 
there, as the King's Aﬀairs requir'd. 

It was in that Year, that the King of Swedn was 
threaten'd with a powerful Invaſion from the united 
Forces of the King of Denma hk and Czar of Muſccry; 

. aſſiſted, or at leaſt protected by the Squadrons of 

| Men of War from Envland and Hollard; fo that ihe 
united Flcets of four Nations appear'd on the S$wedi/ 
Coaſts, and the Czar of Mul/covy, who was on boarl, 
had the Honour of Commanding the only Fleet of 
fxty Men of War of the Line of Battle, that ever 
was ſeen together in the Bultich. | 

Yet even in this JunQure, if we may take our Ac- 
counts from g00d Hands, God and the Baron (59-72 
confounded the Devices of the King of Swed:»'s En'- 
mies, and fuch J-alouſfics and Mifunderſtandings wer? 
infuſed into their Councils, that the Czar in a little 
Time declin'd the Enterprize, and refus'd to make 
any Attempt that Year. "The Hiſtory of that particu- 
lar Aﬀair, and the Diſpute which happened between 
the Czar of Myuſcory and the King of Denmark arc

| fairs of the King of Denmark, what Diſappointments 
| to the other Allies, and what Surprize to the whole 
| World, the baulking that long digeſted Defign, was; 
| what immenſe Charge, what Troops drawn together, 
what Expence in their March or Tranſportation, even 
| from Muſcovy one way, and Norway another, what 
| Charge to ſubfiſt them, what amaſſing of Forage and 
| Proviftons, Ammunition, Artillery, and all forts of 
| Militry Stores, to an infinite Quantity, and even to 
| Exceſs, for an Enterprize of ſuch Conſequence; what 
| equipping of Fleets, and hiring Tranſport-Ships fcr

{ Ir could not be, that the Czar of Meſcory, a Prince 
ſo apt for glorious Enterprizes, ſo penetrating in the 
Nature and Conſequences of every Undertaking, had 
ſo little conſulted with himſelf, as not to have in- 
tended the Thing, when he went ſuch a Length, as 
to bring his Army to Copenhagen, concert the Mea- 
| ſures, lay in Storcs, and bring his Gallies and Men 
of War to the Sound : It would reflet on the Honour 
of the Czar, to ſuggeſt that he did all this to amuſe 
| and deceive his Ally the King of Denmark, and that 
he had no fincere Deſign to proſecute ſuch an Enter- 
prize when he engao'd in it,

ow the Swedes were entirely driven out of their Ger- 
man Dominions, there was according to all the Rules of Po- 
licy and Reaſons of War, no other way left than vigorouſly to 
| artach, the ſtill obſlinate King of Sweden, in the very Heart of 
bis Country 5 thereby with God's Aſſiſtance, to force him to a 
| laſting good and advantageous Peace for the Allies, The King 
| of Denmark and his Czariſh Majeſty were botb of this O- 
| pinion, and did in order to put ſo good a Deſign in Executi- 
09, agree upon an Interview, which as laſt was held at 
Hamhorn year Hamburgh, after his Daniſh Majeſty 
hid ftlay'd there fix Weeks for the Czar: In this Conference 
| tt was, 0 the third of June agreed, between both their Ma. 
| jeſties, after ſeveral Debates, that the Deſcent upon Scho- 
{ nen ſhould poſitively be undertaken this Year, and every 
| Thing relating to the forwarding the ſame was entirely con- 
ſented to; hereupon his Daniſh Majeſty made all haſt for 
bis Return to his Dominions, and gave Orders to work Day 
| and Night to get his Fleet ready to put to Sea 5 the Tranſ- 
| fort-Ships were alſo gathered from all Parts of his Domini- 
0ns, both with unexpreſſible Charge and great Prejudice to his 
($ Subjetts 
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Subjefls Trade, Thus lis Majeſty, (as the Czar himſelf 
upon his arrival at Copenhagen own*d ) did his utmoſt to 
provide all NeceſJaries, and to forward the Deſcent, 1:0 
whoſe Succeſs every Thing depended. It happened however 
in the mean wlule, and before the Deſcent was agreed x00 
in the Conference at Hamhorn, that his Daniſh Majeſty

The Ruſltan Generals and Miniſicrs fuſe 
raiſed ſome Difficulties to thoſe of Denmark, and after 
wards oy the ſeventeenth of September declar'd in an fp» 
pointed Conference, that his Czariſh Majeſty conſidering th? 
preſent Situation of Aﬀairs, was of Opinion neither Forage

It was neceſlary therefore to raiſe Difficulties, and 
demand Preliminaries, ſuch as this in Particular,

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| From theſe Things we come to ſpeak of the Baron, 
and his Condu&t, in Matters nearer Home ; I mean 
not nearer his Home, but ours, and the 'Tranſa&in; 
which firſt made his Name eminent among us : For 
our People had ſcarce heard of the Name of Baron 
Goeriz, till the Seiſure of his Contemporary Count

| was ſeiz'd, and confin'd to his own Houſe, by a De- 
tachment of the King's Guards, and all his Papers, 
"lf Lo Letters, ec. ſeal'd up, and afterwards carry'd to th. 
| Secretary's Office, to be perus'd, in order to make a 
bp farther Diſcovery, cc. The Story 1s fo well known, 
t that it would be yery uſeleſs to offer a Detail of that 
i Matter here. 
| The mentionins it is however neceſlary to intro- 
duce this General, viz. That upon peruſing Count 
. Gyllemberg's Papers and Letters, it ſoon appear'd that 
| the Life and Soul of this Correſpondence was in ſhort 
the Baron Goertz. The Part he had in it was ſo nice, 
| and managcd as I have hinted before in other C1- 
| tes with ſuch Perfe&ion of Cunning, that to this 
, Day nothing could ever be trac'd far beyond him. It 
was eaſily diſcover'd who he correſponded with in

Nor was this a little Diſappointment in England;

The Diſcovery of Count Gyllemberg's Letters car- 
ry us ſeveral Steps in the Enquiry at firſt. It prov'd 
paſt all Diſpute, rhat there was a Party at work to 
raiſe new Commotions;z that they were not ſo con- 
temptible as not to be thought worth enquiring af- 
ter; that they were able to offer conſiderable Sums 
of Money for the encouraging Forejon Powers to + 
eſpouſe them, and that ſome Money was advanc'd 
towards ſuch a thing: They learn'd further, that 
theſe Things were negociated between ſome People 
in France, and the People in England, who were to 
advance the Money: And they learn'd laſtly, that Ba- 
ron Goertz was gotten in with thoſe People whoever 
they were. 

This made the Government in England remove their 
Enquiries from Fug/aid to Trance and Holland, and 
from ſeizing Count Gyllcmberg, to endeavour to ſeize 
Baron Goertz.

It was in vain the Baron made complaint of the Vi-

The Baroy had no Remedy now but Patience, th:

retify'd, viz. That he was treated with Severi. 
| ty and Rudeneſs, by the Perſons in whoſe Cultody he 
was committed ; whether this was from the natural 
Roughneſs of the Dutch Nation, or the particular 1! 
Manners of the Arnheimers, or done by the Soldiers to 
extort Money for their Civility, I will not undertake 
to ſay ; but this is certain, that the Baron complain'd 
he was not us'd as a Gentlemanat all, that the Soldiers 
were kept within-ſide his Chamber-Door, that an Of.

| This ſeizing of Baron Goertz made a great Noiſe 
E in the World 3 every one ſpoke of 1t as their Party 
| and Opinion guided them ; ſome Books were printed 
E of it in Private, even here in England, which took 
E preat Freedoms in the Caſe 3 but the Government al- 
| ways tock what Care they could not to ſuffer Publick 
E Writers to enter too far into ſuch Things, and theſe 
E Books were publiſhd very ſparingly, and rather 
| handed about privately from one Friend to another, 
E than publickly ſold as other Pamphlets are. 

| But in Holland they took more Liberty, and Mon- 


| fieur Pract the Swidrſb Reſident, or Secretary at. 


| the Hague, made great Stirs, and deliver'd in ſeveral 
| Memorials to the States General on this SubjeR, {till 
| demanding the Baron by the Law of Nations as a Pube

| or his Papers ſeiz'd, eſpecially in the Manner as had 


| been done, without infringing the Priviledges of Am- - 


| bafladors, eſpecially from Crown'd Heads ; but the

ſtir, the Ships paſsd and repals'd, between Swed:y 
and Dantzickh, and between Sweden and Pruſſia, with- 
out Moleſtation ; Corn and Provifions were carry'd to 
+ Swed:n, without Danger, the Muſcovite Crutizers be. 
ing with-drawn, the Swediſs Merchants traded in. 
. to Places pofleſs'd by the Czar, and the Czar's Sub- 
Jects again did the like into Sweden : Priſoners of Note, 
taken in the War, and kept in Cuſtody for ſeveral 
Years, were now deliverd, or exchang*d without 
any Cartel ; and at length, an open Treaty was be- 
pun at Abo 1n Hinland, | : 
lt was on theſe Occaſions, that the various Reports 
were ſpread about, and Jealoufies infus'd among the 
Northern Allies, that the Czar was making a ſeparate 
. Peace with the King of Sweden, the Appearances of 
which were ſo clear, that all the Declarations of the 
Czar and his Miniſters at the reſpective Courts, could 
never remove the thoughts of it from their Heads, or 
{top the ſpreading it among the People, where « 
paſs'd for Current, even to the laſt Minute of the 
Kino of Sweden's Life. 6 | 
That this Treaty was carry'd on farther than has 
ever yet been made Publick, will not be doubted; 
and it 1s one of the greateſt Mortifications at the S:'- 
_ d:/Þ Court, at this Time, that all the Papers relating 
to that Negociation were with Monficur Stambh, Ba 
ron Goertz his Secretary, eſcap'd out of their Hands, 
, and put into the Cuſtody of the Czar ; ſo that what- 
ever Lenoth the Czar went in that Aﬀair, 1t .18 now 
. in his own Breaſt to conceal it from the relt of the 
World, and make it an entire Secret, as long as he 
thinks fit; nor can we doubt, but that this was the 
vrincipal Reaſon why {o ſevere a Sentence was paſ'd 
. upon Monfieur Stambh, as to be broke alive upon thee 


Wheel, when ever he ſhould fall into the Hands of tne 


+ 
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$::edrs, no other Crime being ever laid to his Charge 3 
at leaſt, that we have yet heard of. 

This Treaty was firit carry'd on for ſome Time, or 
rather propos'd to be carry'd on, at 4bo a City on the 
| Sea Coaſt of Finland, over againſt Stockho/m 5 but the. 

King of Sweden thinking it diſhonourable to treat in 
a City of his own, at that Time poſleſs'd by his Ene- 
mics, in Right of Conqueſt, abſolutely refus'd to 
ſend his Plenipotentiaries thitherz and the Czar of 
Muſcovy was ſo juſt to the King of Sweden's Reaſons 1n 
that Part, and ſo far from infilting haughtily and po- 
fitively upon that Place, that he conſented to remove 
| the Treaty to the lile of Aland, a ſmall Ifland in the - 
Balrck, which though it had been in the Poſſeſſion of 
his Troops, was quitted again, and ftood as it were 
in the Middle, between the two Princes Dominions, 
in a Manner neutral, having very few Inhabitants in 
it, and ſtanding ſo in the Mouth of the Barhnick Gulf, 
that it might be eaſily reach'd by either Side. 

Here Baron Goertz fix'd the Place of Treaty, and 
here the King of Sweden ſent himſelf, Count Gyllemberg, . 
and afterwards General Reinſchild, as Plenipotentia- - 
rics. There was nothing of this Nature ever carry'd 
on with more Art, or conceal'd with more Care, than. 
the Negociations at this Place; the whole World, , 
and the moſt penetrating People in it, were at a Loſs 
about it, all the publick Accounts given of it prov'd 
empty and frivolous: Some Times it was undone, and 
| would all come to nothing; another Time it was as, 
good as concluded ; and again, the next Time *twas 
entirely broken off. Some Times it was faid to ftop 
at the King of Sweden; ſome Times at the Czar of 
Muſcovy 3; ſome "Times the great Difficulties were got- 
ten over 3 other Times they were ſo unconquerable, as 
that it was impoſſible to get over them. Some Times 
'twas as good as done and at other Times it was not 
like to be concluded at all; fo exa&tly did the Czar 
and the King of Sweden preſerve the Secret among , 
themſelves, and amuſe the World. 

It is true, the neighbouring Courts were jealou:, 
ard the King of Denmark eſpecially 3 but as the Czar 
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always afſur'd them, that he would make no Peace 
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- without doing Juſtice to his Allies, they had nothing 


farther to enquire into; but ſtood fill, as it were, 0. 

blig'd to be content with that General ; and as to the 

Particulars, they were always impenetrable. | 
'The Baron manap'd all this Aﬀair by his own par- 


| ticular Schemes, in Concurrence with his Swediſh Ma. 


jeity; and ſo nice was he in the Execution of his 
Commiſſion, and ſo exaQtly did he guard the Secret he 
was entruſted with, that he would not ſo much as truſt 
the molt faithful of his Servants, or Secretaries, nor 
even himfelf with any Letters or Writings about it; 
but when'ever the Treaty ſtopp'd, for want of farther 
Inſtructions, or as often as any Difficulty occurr'd, 
where-ever the King was, the Baron always went to 
him himſelf; there he communicated to his Majeſty, 
what Steps he had taken in Purſuance of former [n- 


 {ftructions, and receiy'd new. There he had occafion 


to give his Opinion freely in the Points diſputed, to 
expoſtulate with that generous Prince, who knowing 
the Goodneſs of his Judgment, yielded to him in mi- 
ny 'Things, in which to the Opinion of others he was 
deaf, and unperſwadable. There he took his farther 
Inſtructions in all Things, and the King's ReſoJutions 


. to every Queition in Debate, viva voce, without the 


Trouble of written Inftructions; ſo that when-cver 
his Enemies had attempted any Violence upon him, 
as it was faid was often defign'd,” they would never 


have found the leaft Script of any Thing about him, 


that would have given them any Light into the 


- 


» 


Negociations, which he was entruſted with ; and this 
appear'd at laſt, to the no ſmall Surprize of the 
Court; for to this Hour, his ConduR was ſo nice, 
the Caution he ated with was ſo teddy, and his Mea- 
ſures ſo ſecure, that though he was ſurpriz'd in the 


moſt - unexpected Manner, the King's Death being 


the moſt unexpeRed Incident, that could poſitbiy 
have happen'd to him; and though after his being 
apprehended, no Stone was left unturn'd to come it 
the Particular of his Negociations, yet not the leall 
Bit of Paper ever fell into their Hands, that could 

give 
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ive them any Light; no not the leaſt Glimpſe of 
[ ight, into the Meaſures taken, or to be taken by 
him, in all that intricate and perplex'd Aﬀair. 


So faithful, ſo capable an Agent, merited well to | 


be entruſted with Things of the higheſt Moment, 
and of the greateſt Conſequence, Matters committed 


to him, were as dark as Death, and as ſecure, as if 


they had been bury'd. It was no wonder, if the 
World buſy'd themlelves in vain with their Enqui- 
ries, into the Secret of this Negotiation. It was laid 
too deep to be rcach'd by any of their Gueſlesz too 
ſecure to be pick'd out of any of their Agents; and 


perhaps now Baron Goertz is cut off, the Secret may . 


never be made known; unleſs the ſame Schemes . 


ſhould be perſued under any New Miniſtry in Sweden, 
which however may not be impoſſible. 
Our News-Mongers here, and indeed the Prater- 
nity of them all over Europe, gave themſelves a Li- 


berty to talk as their Party direQed, concerning this - 


Treaty: Some aflurd us the Peace between the Czar 


of Muſcovy and the King of Swedev, was as good as, 


concluded ; that nothing remain'd unadjuſted, but 
the King of Swedey's reſolving inflexibly not to Part 


with the Town and Harbour of Reve/, which the - 


Czar infiſted upon ſo poſitively, that he would not 
make the Peace without it. 
Others, in their abundant Pretenfions to Intelli- 


gence, told us, that the Peace was concluded, and . 


mutually fign'd, the Czar himſelf being at Abo, on 
P urpoſe to ratify it; but that it was agreed between 
his Swediſh Majeſty and the Czar, not to make the 


Contents Publick, till ſome other Schemes laid be-_ 
tween them were concerted, and which would ſur-- 


prize the World much more than the Peace. 
It is moſt certain indeed, that what Schemes ſoever 
were propos'd between thoſe two Monarchs, yet the 


Peace it ſelf was never fien'd ; but that there was a - 


Grand Scheme, which was mutually under Conſide- 
ration of both, we have more Reaſon to ſay, than 1s 
meet to publiſh here ; how far the World would have 


heen ſurpriz'd at the Execution of it, is a Caſe by gy 
| ſelf ; 
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it was yet, it ſome People go on to puſh his (zj/) 


Majeſty to the Neceflity of doing Juſtice, to thoſc 
that uſe him ungratefully 3 but even this Part is no 


only not fully known, but even that which perhaps 


. is known, may not be ſo fit to ſpeak of in this Place. 


Five 'Times Baron Goertz paſs'd and repaſyd, be. 
tween the King his Maſter, in the remoteſt Part of 
Schoney, and the Place of Treaty, on that Important 
Afﬀair of this Negociation ; reſolving as above, to be 
the Meſſenger of his own Conferences, and to be the 


| Bearer of the King's Orders. It muſt be the Senſe 


the Czar muſt have of the Importance of what the 


+ Baron carry'd and brought, that would admit the put. 


ting ſuch a full Stop, and that ſo often as the Baro,'s 
Abſence occafion'd, to the Buſineſs of the Treaty. 

In all theſe Intervals, the Muſcovite Potentate wait- 
ted without any Difficulty or Impatience for his Re- 
turn, fully ſatisfy'd as well of his Diſpatch, as of the 
Neceſſity of his Errand; in all which Journeys he 
gave Orders to his Secretary Monficur Srambh, that 


- In Caſe he at any Time heard of any Thing betallen 


bim, (the Baron) any Inſult offer'd him, or ſtop put to 


- bim, that he ſhould immediately put himſelf, and all 


the Papers he was entruſted with, into the Hands, 


- and under Prote&tion of the Czar of Muſcovy ; and 


the like Proviſion he made by two ſeveral Servants 
at Stockholm, that as ſoon as ever any Inſult was «t- 


fer'd him, they ſhould ride away Night and Day to 


. give Intelligence to Monfieur Srambk at Aland. 


To a Man thus prepar'd, nothing could be a Sur- 


Prize; for it is manifeſt, that Baron Goertz foreſaw by 


. the Malice and Rage of the Swediſh Courtiers againſ: 
\ him, for carrying on that Negociation excluſive of 
' the Senators and Counſellors of the Kingdom, that 


when-ever they had Opportunity, + > ſaber treat 
him with all the Indecency they could ; and as he 
was not ſure that an Opportunity might not happen 
for them, to take him at ſome Advantage, ſo he was 
always in ſuch a Condition, that nothing would bz 
found, either about, him, or any of his ſerrants on 
108 
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ſhould give the leaſt Light into the Buſineſs he was 
-ntruſted with: © 

Likewiſe as to his Effefts, he took ſuch effeQtual 
Courſes, that what-ever might be his Fate, his Poſte. 
rity ſhould be ſure to have acceſs to his Eſtate: As 
for the publick Treaſure with which he was entruſt... 
ed, he held himſelf always ready to account for it, , 
being the moſt punftual Man in the World in Keep. 
ing his Accounts compleatly made up, and in ſepa- 
rating his private from the publick Money ; inſo- 
ſomuch, that at his Death he petitioned to have his 
Accounts inſpeCted, that his Succeſſors might not ſuf- 
fer by any wrong Charge brought againſt him for the 
publick Money. | SS | 

[t could not be, that he did all this by any prophe- 
tick Impulſe, or Fore-knowledge of what ſhould be- 
fal him, and the Manner in which it fell upon him, 
much leſs the Occaſion of it; for he could no wa 
foreſee the ſudden and ſurprizing Fate of the King 
his Maſter 5 or that ever a Succeſlor of the Royal. 
| Blood, ſhould ſecure the Poflefſion of the Crown, at 
the Expence of its Prerogatives. 

All the Cautions therefore which I ſpeak of, were 
the Effe& of his moſt exquifite Management of At- 
fairs, and which were natural to Baron Goertz, in all 

the Courſe of his publick Employments ; and which 

as 1t recommended him to ſome Powers, who coveted 
him as the beſt of Servants, ſo it rendred him the 
more obnoxious to others, who eſteem'd him for that 
Reaſon, the more dangerous Enemy. 
Nor can I ſuppoſe, but that the juſt Charafter of 
his Capacity and Judgment in Publick Aﬀairs, had a 
great Share in raifing that Envy, and implacable A- 
verfion to him, in ſome People in Sweden, which.was - 
the main Occaſion of his Death ; for that we find ve- + 
ry little in the Charge brought againſt him, as it has 
been publiſt'd to the World; I ſay, very little that 
could be thought ſufficient to bring a Perſon of his 
CharaQer to the Block. | 

| But Fate, and the Hurry of the Times concurr'd in 
his Fall ; the Death of the King of Sweden, which 
happen'd 
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- happen'd at the Attack of Fredrickſall, left him Frienq. 
. leſs in the Hands of his utter Enemies: What Jutiice 
| he found among them, will be better judg'd of, when 
the Particulars of his Proceſs, and of the Defence he 
- made, ſhall be made Publick, which I am every Day 
expecting the Particulars of, with ſuch juſt Remark, 
as, I am bid to expect, ſhall perhaps make it appexr 
rather a cruel My——er, than a legal Execution «f 
Juſtice upon a Criminal. 
Certain it is, the Baron aGted by the ſpecial Dire. 
| tion of the King, his Orders and InſtruQions re. 
ceiv'd from His Majeſty's own Mouth ; as on the one 
Hand they ſecur'd the Secret of his Commands, fo on 
the other Hand having left the Baron without his Mz 
ſter's particular Miſſion in every Particular, and with- 
out written Orders, as the Means to juſtify himſelf in 
a judical Manner, they were Virtually the Cauſe of 
his Ruin; and this indeed, is intimated in that Scn- 
' tence which he wrote for himſelf, and which ſome 
have publiſh'd, was written on his Coffin, though in 
Faft it was not ſo:

_ It is certainly true, that his Dependance upon thc 
a ſo as to take his Majeſty's verbal Orders for 
. his Commiſſion, in Matters of ſuch Importance, wa: 
the Cauſe of his Ruin; and was, as I may juſtly fav, 
the falſeſt Step in all the Courſe of his Life ; for it 
left him in Cafe of Mortality, which was indeed his Caſe, 
. without Vouchers, and viſible Authorities for wit 
he had done; though in Reality he had the Author! 
, ty of the King's Command for it all, a Power legally 
ſufficient, and which in no other Caſe than the Death | 
of the King, could have been call'd in Queſtion. 
Thus as the Baroy ſaid feelingly, when he was fit. 
ſeiz'd by the Government, that the Bullet that ſhot 
the King kill'd him alſo; for in the Loſs of his Su:- 
diſh Majeſty, he loſt his ProteQor, and loſt the Pro- 
teion of the Laws of the Country, which in any 0 
ther Caſe had been his Safety, 
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 Icomenow to the tragick Part of his Life; the Baron 
was in Schonen, on his Way from the lfle of Aland to + 
the King, with ſome Account of the Schemes which 
were ſettled with the Muſcovite Plenipotentiaries, to - 
which he was to get the King's * pars and then 
to return to the Place of Congreſs. 

The firſt News he receiv'd of the ſudden Death of 
the King, was by a Captain of the Prince of Heſſ*'s 
Regiment, who firſt ſaluted him, by telling him, he 
was a Priſoner; at which the Baro» in ſome Surprize 
demanding the King's Order for his Arreſt, was told, 
the King was no more; that he was kill'd in the 
Trenches before Fredricksall, and that he arreſted him 
by Order of the Prince; at which the Baron, aſto- 
niſh'd with the News, clapping his Hand on his 
Breaſt, ſaid no more than this, Donc je ſuis L'homme 
Mort ! Mon Dieu ! And ſat down in a deep Silence for 
ſome Minutes 3 when being call'd upon by the Officer 
to remove, he told them boldly, He was ready, they 
might follow their Orders ; upon which he was carry'd a- 
way to the Town-Priſon of Stockholm. 

'The Uſage he met with here, the Treatment he 
had from the Canaile, or Mob, the common People 
of Stockholm, ſhould be beſt bury'd in Silence, were it 
not to ſhew the true Greatnels of his Mind with 
which he bore it: Nothing dejetted him ; but he 
bore up with a compos'd Countenance, and a calm- 
neſs of Soul, not to be eaſily deſcrib'd, much leſs i- 
mitated, againſt all the Indignities from thoſe with- 
out Doors, 'and Severities from thoſe within. 

His Companion in the Miſery of his Circumſtances, 
was the Count YVaydernath, a Perſon, who, however he 
might have more Things Criminal in the Charge a- 
gainſt him; yet the common Fury not running ſo 
high againſt 45 as againſt the Baron, was ſaid to 
have made his Eſcape at the Expence of Baron Goertz ; 

aving as 1t is ſaid, accus'd him of being the Origi- 
nal of ſome Orders which the Count executed after 
him, and of all the Schemes which he the ſaid Count 
alt in the Adminiſtration of the publick Trea- 
ure ; be that how it will, we all ſee the Count is got: 
on, 
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off, and the Baron alone left to ſuſtain the Fury of ;n 
enrag'd People. = 
It was on the laſt of April, N. S. that the Baron te. 
cety'd Sentence of Death, after ſeveral Examinatigns; 
and after their over-ruling (as we call it) his Declar. 
tion, which he deliver'd with an awful Majelty it. his 
Voice, and a ſolemn, but chearful Gravity in his 
Countenance, importing as I am inform'd, his jutt 
wy STE of the Matters with which he was «- 
truſted, his having done nothing without the King's 
Majeſty's expreſs Orders; and that the Reſentment 
expreſs'd againſt him, was the coarſeſt Way they 
could hook to expreſs their DilaffeQtion to the late 
King's Adminiſtration, and to load his Memory with 
Reproach. | 
'The Sentence 1mported the general Heads of his 
Charge, and was founded chiefl} upon ſome Letters of 
- the Paron's, which he had written to the Count Yandey- 
. #ath, and which the Count, ſome ſay, to ſave himſelf, 
_ « deliver'd up to the Senate ; and being all put toyether 
(God be prais'd for Engliſh Liberties) would not, 1f I think 
right, have been ſufficient to hang a Dog in our 
Country : Confiſting chiefly of Schemes, or ways and 
: Means for raiſing Money for the Publick Service, which 
tn a Time of ſuch Extremities as Sweden had by the 
many Misfortunes of that Prince been reduc'd to, might 
, perhaps pinch them harder than at any other Time; 
but yet were thought abſolutely Neceffary to the King's 
- decline Service, who in puſhing the Kins of Denmark, 
- while the Baroy held the Mzuſcovites in Suſpence by a 
Treaty, had a natural and moſt rational View of 
, reſtoring his Circumſtances by an advantageous Peace ; 
and on that Account in Particular, the raifing Money 
was a Thing ſo neceſſary, as would in any other 
Country ſeem to juſtify all the Hardſhips they had 
to complain of in that Matter: And as to the Ar- 
guments' which in thoſe Letters he might make uſe 
of to urge the Continuance of the War, or the dan- 
« Lerous Enterprizes which he put the King upon, it 1s 
' ſuppos'd to point at the Aﬀair of Great Britamn ; the 
Detail of which, viz, How far he bad, or had not 
SR Rs go mum 0 nn ok 
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put the King upon it : How far it might have been a 
dangerous Enterprize, and how far not; and what the 
Arguments were which were made uſe of by the Ba-. 
yon, to perſuade the King to Keep up the War, which. 
it ſeems they acknowledge to be plauſible; all this 
might be made Publick, and periags may be, in Place 
convenient 3 but as they too nearly relate to the Af- 
fairs of Great Britain, where this Account is to appear, 
there are many Reaſons to ſay no more to them than 
this, That they ſeem to us to be very indifferent Articles 
on which to condemn a noble Perſon and Miniſter 
of State to Death; but the Flood was abroad, the 
Ferment was great, and nothing but the Blood of 
this great Man could appeaſe the Rage of an impove- 
riſh'd Nation, or perhaps recommend the new Govern- 
ment to the People; and ſo the Sentence was 
iſs'd, as I have ſaid, the laſt of April: The Particu- 
bh of the Sentence are as follows, viz.

ed all manner of valuable Effes ; and after having ths 


inp'd the SubjeRs of their Subſtance, he proceeded (as it 
G23 plainly 
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. p/ainly appears by his own Letters) to keep up the Way |, 
Tlauſ/bl Arguments, put the King upon dangerous Enterpri. 

zes, and embroil the Kingdom. | 4 

Since, therefore it plainly appears, by what has Leen (uid, 
without mentioning the Baron's abominable Condutt in many 
other Affairs, which for certain Reaſons cannot be ſu forth : 
. That he has been the crafty Author of all the Misfortune, 
and Inconveniencies the King has ſuffer'd ; and for theſ:

from the Guilt of the hateful Crimes ſuggeſted : He 
had too much Senſe of the. Fury of his Enemies, 10

But this Requeſt, however reaſonable, could noe 
be granted 3 but he receiv'd for Anſwer, that nothin 
of that Sentence could be alter'd ; ſo the Baron bai 
nothing to do but to Prepare for Death. 

Accordingly, on the ſecond, he was carry'd in his 
own Coach, attended by a Guard of three hundred 
Horſe, to the ordinary Place of Execution, where a 
Scaffold was ereQed for that Purpoſe: He was dreſs'd 
in a new Suit of black Velvet, and had over it a 
black Cloak, which at his going up the Scaffold he 
put off, and gave to one of his Servants: He had 
zppear'd ſomething penſive and fad in the Evening 
before, but was more chearful afterwards, and went 
to Bed and ſlept more than two Hours : In the Morn- 
ing he retir'd for three Hours by himſelf alone, and 
then appear'd to the Company that attended, with a 
very ealy Mind, ſaluted, and took leave of his 
Friends, with a perfe&t Compoſure; when the Mini- 
fer appointed by the Government to attend him, 
came to him, he embrac'd him, and defired he would 
pray with him, which he did. :” 

When the Time was come that the Officer call'd 
for him, telling him that they were ready, he chear- 
fully anſwer'd, that he was ready alſo, and with an 
undaunted Heart went out to go into the Coach ; as 
he paſs'd the Streets, he preſerv'd the ſame paſſive 
Courage, look'd up to the Windows of ſuch Houſes 
35 he knew, and ſaluted ſome of his Acquaintance as 
he paſs'd, who alſo ſaluted him again. 

When he mounted the Scaffold, he defir'd to 
ſpeak to the People, bur was deny'd, or as they 
call it, defir'd not to do it, but rather to think upon 
what was before him; yet neither did this daunt 
him, but with only a Smile he contemn'd the Cru- 
elty of his Enemies, and calling his Servants to un- 
dreſs him, he prepar'd for the Block ; a few Moments 
after which, giving the Executioner ſome Money, and

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otice to wait for a Sign, he laid down hi 
with the ſame undaunted Heart, and Wins fo axe 


half a Minute, gave a Sign, and had his Head 
at one Blow: So ended a Life, the moſt ae q > =
